It is that which comes 
mostly from old persons, shaken 
by the events of the present, un- 
used to the consequences of ideas 
and events. 


Like this, for example, directly 
from a letter: 


“I remember my father telling 
us about how well treated the 
slaves were. I am 80 years old 
now, and yet I can recall him 
saying how happy they were and 
how the slave owners had been 
slandered by the abolitionists. I 
am sure our South is just the 
same today. We wish to treat 
these people well.” 


This letter and its contents are 
utterly irrelevant. There are an 
astonishing number which express 
the same thought. One can see 
the gentle, decent, troubled lady 
who writes. Events have passed 
her by. She recalls a comforta- 
ble past, a loving father and the 
things he told her. 


The Writers 


In thinking of these old persons 
who write such letters, one ear- 
nestly hopes life somehow will 
continue to pass them gently by 
and that they may suffer nothing 
more than wistful wishes that 
everyone would be nice and treat 
other persons well. 


Another letter over which one 
can do nothing more than shake 
a wondering head, reads in part: 


“If newspapers and television 
and people would quit writing and 
talking about this thing (the 
school problem), it would all die 
out. The Negro people are happy 
just the way things are. I have 
talked with my cook, who has 
been with me 25 years, and she 
tells me she and her friends wish 
it would all quiet down.” 


This letter, sincerely written, 
expressed a belief incredibly held 
by an incredible number of per- 
sons who should know better. Doc- 
tors, businessmen, and others cf 
mature age and experience write 
they have talked with their chauf- 
feurs, yard men, or with the maid 
who comes to clean the house, 
and find this is all the creation of 
‘radicals’ or ‘“‘do-gooders,”’ or 
the ‘“‘NAACP.”’ It is obvious from 
many of the letters they do not 
know what the NAACP is. But 
they have heard “‘it” is “responsi- 
ble.”’ 

These letters also produce a 
feeling of sympathetic frustra- 
tion. They are not from mean or 
vicious persons. They are written 
by troubled men and women who 
have lived so far out of the main- 
stream of life that they are un- 
acquainted with the facts of it. 
They reflect that universal yearn- 


ing to which all flesh is heir, to! 


live a life undisturbed. 


Troubled Lady 


One troubled lady wrote: “I am 
almost 90 years old. I remember 
as a girl in South Carolina the 
Red Shirts handled trouble like 
this. Why can’t we do something 
like that now? My uncle died for 
these rights. Why do we have to 
surrender them?” 


She did not understand her 
uncle’s cause lost its war. 

Still another: ‘This trouble 
grows out of the foolish decision 
to educate the Negro. The happi- 
est Negroes I know are those who 
are skilled workmen. I am fer 
them having their rights, but we 
have gone too far with educa- 
tion.” 

These samples, taken literally 
from one classification of mail, 
illustrate how unaware Many 
persons are of what goes on in 
the world today, and of how this 
country is caught up in it. These 
people do not hate. They are not 
vindictive. They just don’t know 
what has happened and what is 
happening. 


‘ All of them, the haters, the un- 
informed, the unaware, the dis- 
senters, seem not to understand 
that the Constitution of the United 
States applies to all citizens alike. 


And reading the mail one won- 
ders wherein our educational sys- 
tum has failed to make this ele- 
mental fact plain to all.

Road Fund 
Must Wait,

Some $19 million in federal road 
help, which President Kennedy re- 
leased to Georgia about two 
months ahead of time, won’t pro- 
duce any sudden spate of new 
highway work in Georgia, a State 
Highway Department spokesman 
said Friday. 


The Highway Department 
doesn’t have ready at this time 
projects for which the federal aid 
could be used, said Perry King, 
federal-aid engineer for the State 
Highway Department. 


The President, as part of a 
series of moves to bolster the na- 
tion’s sagging economy, had or- 
dered Thursday the immediate 
payment to states of the entire 
balance of federal-aid road money 
scheduled for this fiscal year. 


In Georgia’s case, the $19 mil- 
lion represents the state’s fourth- 
quarter allocation for the current 
fiscal year—an allocation which 
‘ordinarily isn’t received until 
around April 1, said King. 


Georgia, however, can’t take 
immediate advantage of the speed- 
up, King explained, because the 
state still has on hand its third- 
quarter allocation of some $19-to- 
$20 million.

It provides that any Georgia 
child between six and 19 is en- 
titled to a grant for use at “a 
nonsectarian private school.” 


It establishes no minimum aca- 
demic standards for _ private 
schools, but it does provide mis- 
demeanor penalties for any parent 
who uses grants for purposes 
other than those set forth in his 
application. 


The size of the grant is deter- 
mined by dividing operating ex- 
penses of a school district by the 
number of children in the system. 


PER PUPIL COSTS 


For Atlanta, this would come 
to about $265 per pupil per year. 
Other estimated figures are: Ful- 
ton—$322: DeKalb—$214; Decatur 
— $267: Cobb — $202; Treutlen — 
$228; Gilmer—$222.

Observatory director Heinz 
Kaminski said ‘‘a kind of Morse 
code with the sporadic appear- 
ance of fragments of Russian 
words” were received here 
Thursday. No such signals were 
heard Friday, however, he said. 


The Bochum report followed a 
claim by two “ham” radio ope- 
rators in Turin, Italy, that they 
heard “‘moans from outer space’’ 
Thursday and picked up more 
signals on the same wave length 
Friday.

It 
is subject to misuse, as a similar law has 
been broadly used in Virginia. It is in- 
tended as a tool to make compliance with 
desegregation orders possible. 

Parents who may be tempted to make 
use of it otherwise will be damaging the 
public school system. And, if jackleg pri- 
vate schools should proliferate to feed 
from the trough, parents who patronize 
them will be predictably buying doubt- 
ful educations for their children. 

The legislature can change the law 
later if it is abused. We hope abuses do 
not occur.

‘Peace’ Commemoration 
Sets Centennial’s Tone 


Tomorrow in Washington a unique 
Civil War Centennial. commemoration will 
be held. It is the dedication of a plaque 
to 1861 efforts to stop the war before it 
started. 

Those efforts were the secret Peace 
Convention, a last attempt to preserve 
Union and avoid war. The efforts failed, 
of course. 

This year’s commemoration of it em- 
phasizes a point about the centennial, 
itself. It is this: The purpose of this four- 
year commemoration is to look back and 
understand our history during those fate- 
ful years of 1861 to 1865. The war alone 
is not what must be studied and under- 
stood and commemorated. 

There is still the danger that the cen- 
tennial will, in places, degenerate into a 
hollow “celebration” of battles won, a 
‘fierce apology for those lost. Nothing 
could be more hurtful. 

There is still the danger that some 
Southerners will be selective in their 
“celebrating.” If they are they will miss 
the idea behind it all: We are Americans, 
too. 

After all, it is Virginia that is spon- 
soring this Peace Convention commemo- 
ration. (Just as she sponsored the con- 
vention, itself.) Her credentials as a 
loyal Southern state are in order. No 
state suffered more in the war. If she 
understands, so can all other Southern 
states.

Georgia Has Company in Fiscal Woes 


If it’s any comfort to the recessed Georgia 
Legislature, things are tough all over. Almost 
every state of the Union has the companion 
problems of increased spending and how to 
find the money. 

Areas of greatly increased expenditures are 
almost uniformly the same—schools and welfare 
services. The reasons are simple enough. There 
is a vast increase in the number of young people 
and a proportionately large group of older ones. 
The workers and producers in our society, at 
least for the next few years, must carry the 
largest number of dependents in our history. 


Many states are face to face with the same 
problem which Georgia now has: How toc main- 
tain a balanced budget within present revenues. 
The majority of them have to have more 
money either through stepped-up collections 
from present sources or entirely new levies. 

A recent survey shows that new tax sources 


gested in Arizona, Illinois, Missouri, 
Pennsylvania. Texas fa increased and 
the face of a 63-million-dollar 
deficit. Oklahoma must reduce state services or

New Jersey is considering a ‘“‘commuter tax” 
to meet transportation needs. Pennsylvania is 
seeking relief from a 86-million deficit. States 
trying to get along without tax hikes are 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, 
Montana, New Hampshire, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Vermont, New York and Wyoming. And 
speaking of spending, New York’s Gov. Rocke- 
feller this week submitted a $2,388,000,000 budget 
—14 per cent higher than this year. 

Minnesota, Ohio and Maryland have been 
offered proposals to increase local revenues 
to relieve the burden on their states. Massachu- 
setts, with a billion-dollar state debt, hides its 
face in the sand. 

Here in Georgia the need for equalizing state 
and local burdens is pointed up by the fact 
that the state ranks 14th in the nation in expendi- 
tures, although far from 14th in economic 
capabilities. 

Gov. Vandiver pointed out in a speech this 
week that state and local government expendi- 
tures are 30 times the 1900 level. Georgia’s 
jump is greater than that. In recent years the 
rate of increase has been much faster than that 
of od government expenditures. |

A Missile Break 


The Air Force fired a Minuteman missile 
from Cape Canaveral the other day. It went 
4,200 miles and hit where it was supposed to 


hit. There is good news for the U.S. taxpayers in this achievement. 
The Minuteman, by comparison with the big missiles we have been 
firing—the Atlas and the Titan—is a relatively cheap missile. 


It is, in essence, just a big gar- 
bage can full of solid fuel—three 
cans rather—a big one on the 
bottom to send it roaring into the 
sky, a slightly smaller one in the 
the middle section, an even small- 
er one on top, to give the atomic 
warhead its final push. 

For a long time we didn’t think 
we could make a really big solid 
fuel missile. The solid rockets 
were “‘end burners,’’ burning like 
a candle from the back end. The 
steel case that could stand this 
fierce heat had to be thick and 
heavy. Then, there came one of 
those “breakthroughs” that 
change a whole technology. 
Somebody discovered a fuel, a 
kind of sulfur glue, that could be 
poured like molasses and allowed 
to harden in the case. It was 
poured around a spandrel that left 
an open space the full length of 
the missile, and here the burning 
took place, in the center. The fuel 
itself served as insulation, and no 
heat reached the wall of the case 
until the moment of burnout. The 
case, therefore, could be a mere 
thin shell of metal, adding little 
weight. 

This did away with all the com- 
plicated pumps and valves and 
tanks that make the great liquid 


fuel missiles so complex and so 
costly. It removed, the solid fuel 
enthusiasts say, all limits as to 
the size of the solid fuel missiles 
we wish to build. We can build 
them to deliver millions of pounds 
of thrust. We can build them pow- 
erful enough to put a five-story 
building in the air. We can build 
them, according to Dr. Harold 
Richey, of the Thiokol Company, 
at a cost so low that we can afford 
to spot thousands of them in holes 
in the ground around the country, 
armed and triggered and ready to 
fire at Russia in case they fire 
at us. 


It was a great triumph for 
Thiokol, who builds~ the first 
stage; for Aerojet, who builds the 
second stage; for Hercules, who 
makes the third stage; for. Auto- 
matic, that perfected the guidance 
system; and for AVCO, who 
makes the nose cones. Their stock 


Should zoom on the market. 


But in the main it was a tri- 
umph for a sad-eyed, stubborn 
man named Ed Hall, an Air Force 
colonel who believed in the solid 


fuels all along. And for the U.S. 


taxpayer, who finally gets his first 
break in the fantastically expen- 
sive business of building missiles.

VETO THREAT 


Gov. Vandiver already has 
warned he will veto any ap- 
propriations bill which greatly 
exceeds his $406 million spend- 
ing proposal, or any that re- 
flects departmental cuts that 
would curtail what he considers 
essential services. 


Meanwhile, Lt. Gov. Garland 
T. Byrd disclosed he will oppose 
any effort to enact a one-year 
appropriations bill—a move the 
House appropriations group re- 
portedly is considering. A_ two- 
year spending bill ordinarily is 
adopted. 


“We must do long-range plan- 
ning,”’ Byrd said. ‘‘We can’t have 
hodge-podge spending programs 
which create these emergencies 
every year.” 


At the same time, Byrd said 
that if he were a member of 
the committee, he would go on 
record as favoring open meetings. 


Byrd was a sponsor last year of) 
re open record bill. 


However, Byrd added that the 
committees had matters to dis- 
cuss “which could be better han- 
died if they are not aired pub- 
licly at the present time.”’ 


The committees voted to hold 
all of their meetings in executive 
sessions shortly after the meeting 
began Friday. Sumter County Rep. 
Hiram Undercofler made the mo- 
tion and Clarke County Rep. 
Julian Cox seconded it. The mo- 
tion passed without any discussion 
or dissent. 


The two chairmen said in their 
joint stateme.t the meetings are 
being in executive sessions ‘for 
the reason that the committees 
feel that they can obtain more in- 
formation and work better with 
the department heads.”’ 


They said a complete report 
“‘will be given to anyone when our 
findings are completed.” 


House Speaker George Smith II 
of Emanuel County said that when 
the bill is submitted to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, it will ‘‘be in the 
Committee of the Whole House 
and the press and every inter- 
ested Georgian may be there.”’

What is an allowable medical 
expense? Generally, any pay- 
ment made to a doctor, dentist, 
chiropodist, licensed chiropractor, 
qualified psychologist, nurse or 
hospital for the treatment o1 cor- 
rection of some physical or men- 
tal condition is a medical expense. 
The cost of special schools or in- 
stitutions for the mentally or phys- 
ically handicapped may br de- 


is primarily medical. 


Certain special aids and sup- 
plies are medical expenses. These 
include, for example, artificial 
limbs, false teeth, eyeglasses and 
hearing aids. Care should be tak- 
en not to confuse these items with 
medicines and drugs. Medicines 
and drugs, whether or not pre- 
scribed by a doctor, are also de- 
ductible but are subjec’ to an ad- 
ditional limitation explained be- 
low. Vitamins are deductible as a 
drug expense if recommended or 
prescribed by a voctor. 


TRANSPORTATION COSTS 


Transportation expenses for the 
major purpose of medical care 
are deductible. This is a problem 
area because it is difficult to de- 
termine which travel expenses 
and other costs -incurred on 
trips qualify as medica. expenses. 
If you have expenses in this area 
it would be wise to consu:t a pro- 
fessional tax adviser. 


Premiums paid on insurance 
policies which provide for the pay- 
ment of hospital and surgery 
costs, fees to physicians and other 
similar costs are deductible as 
medical expenses. If a premium, 
or part of a premium, provides 
for the payment of some non- 
medical expense, it .s not deducti- 
ble. For instance, the premium of 
a policy which provides payment 
for loss of earnings due to acci- 
dent or illness is not deductible. 


If it is to your advantage to 
take the standard deduction, no 
medical expense (or other item- 
ized deduction) may be _ taken. 
The medical expense must be ac- 
tually paid during the taxable 
year. Expenses may be deducted 
whether incurred for the medical 
care of the taxpayer, his wife, or 
a dependent member of his fam- 
ily. Any charge for which an in- 
surance company, employer or 
others might pay or reimburse to 
you should be subtracted from 
your medical expenses. 


KEEP SEPARATE 


Although the cost of medicines 
and drugs is included in medical 
expenses, each should be kept 
separately. Medicine and drug ex- 
penditures must be reduced by 
1 per cent of adjusted gross in- 
come before being added to medi- 
cal expenses. Adjusted gross in- 
come is the amount found on Line 
11 of Form 1040, or Line 6 of 
the new Form 1040W. 


If the taxpayer and his wife 
are under 65 years of age, 3 per 
cent of adjusted gross income 
must be subtracted from the total 
medical expense (which includes 
the cost of drugs reduced by 1 per 
cent of adjusted gross income). 
The exception to this rule is

the medical care of the taxpay- 
er’s (or his wife’s) dependent par- 
ent who is over 65 years of age. 
All such expenses can be deduct- 
ed with no 3 per cent reduction. 
A dependent parent reaches — 65 
years of age the day before his 
65th birthday. 


If either the taxpayer or his 
wife reaches 65 years of age be- 
fore the end of the year, their 
medical expenses (including drugs 
reduced by 1 per cent of adjust- 
ed gross income) need not be re- 
duced further. The entire amount 
is deductible. However, if the tax- 
payer over 65 years of age in- 
curred medical expenses for a de- 
pendent under 65 years of: age, 


young dependent must be reduced 
by 3 per cent of che taxpayer's 
adjusted gross income. 


LIMIT OF DEDUCTIONS 


There is a limitation of the to- 
tal amount that can be deducted. 
Generally, the deduction is lim- 
ited ‘to $2,500 for each of the fol- 
lowing: The taxpayer, his wife 
and each dependent. This amount, 
however, cannot exceed $5,000 on 
a separate return or $10,000 on a 
joint return unless the taxpayer 
or his wife is disabled and age 
65 or over. 


A medical expense for federal 
tax purposes as discussed above 
will usually be a good deduction 
on your Georgia tax return. The 
difference between the federal re- 
turn and the Georgia return is the 
part of the medical expense that 
is not deductible. 


On the Georgia return you do 
not reduce drug and medicine 
costs by 1 per cent of adjusted 
gross income. If the taxpayer and 
his wife are under 65 years of 
age your total medical expense 
is reduced by 5 per cent of gross 
income. 


If either the taxpayer or his 
wife has reached age 65 before 
the ena of the year, their medi- 
cal expense is not reduced. How- 
ever, if the taxpayer, 65 or over, 
incurs medical expense for a de- 
pendent under 65 this expense 
should be reduced by 5 per cent of 
the taxpayer’s gross income. 


In Georgia, generally, on a sep 
arate return the maximum de- 
duction is $1,250. On a joint re- 
turn the maximum deduction is 
$2,500. In both cases there is an 
additional deduction of $1,250 for 
each dependent.

State department spokesman 
Lincoln White said the desire of 
the U.S. government is ‘‘to create 
a situation in which a Congo 
government can govern in behalf 
of the people of the Congo.” 


To get Soviet support, officials 
were counting on the desire of 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
to have better relations with Pres- 
ident Kennedy. U.S. officials be- 
lieve the Loatian and Congo prob- 
lems are the test of Soviet sin- 
cerity to improve relations with 
the United States. 


White indicated that the fate 
of Lumumba is being discussed by 
the United States and other na- 
tions but added that ‘‘as far as | 
know, consultations with the So- 
viet Union are not going forward 
at the moment.”’ 


Asked if the United States con- 
templated freedom for the ousted 
premier, he said ‘‘Mr. Lumumba 
is, of course, a factor in the local 
problem which is confronted by 
the United Nations in the Congo.”

Hutsell has logged a lot of miles 
since he first stepped on the track in 
his native Missouri, and he has made 
a friend at every turn. No one on the 
Southern sports scene is held in higher 
esteem than Hutsell, presiding dean 
of the coaches. 


The man from Missouri has 
showed 'em for 40 years at Auburn. In 
fact, it’s difficult to convince the 
younger set that Hutsell isn’t an Au- 
burn native. He’s a living legend on 
The Plain, but he launched his long 
and successful career at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. 


Hutsell has experienced an ex- 
ceptional career in many respects. 
He is believed to be the only 
trainer who graduated to athletic 
director. For sure, he’s the only 
man who has served three different terms as athietic director 
on the same campus. 


When the Plainsmen kick off on the boards in the Coliseum 
Relays in Montgomery Saturday afternoon, it will mark the begin- 
ning of Hutsell’s 40th straight season as Auburn track coach.

Jordan, one of 
Auburn’s finest all-round athletes, achieved a minimum degree of 
success on the track team. 


In fact, Shug smilingly relates the story that he was perhaps 
the only track candidate Coach Hutsell gave up on. Jordan was a 
left-handed discus and javelin thrower, perhaps an advantage in 
hurling a baseball, but not in throwing a spear. Coach Hutsell 
eventually requested that his southpaw javelin pitcher vacate the 
track team and devote his talents to baseball. 


With the possible exception of swimming, no sport has assaulted 
more records than track. Why? 


“There are many reasons,” Hutsell explained. ‘‘First, the 
running conditions are far superior ... equipment has im- 
proved 100 per cent... training programs and coaching in 
general are better. Any SEC track team today would have 
made the Olympics back in my day.” 


Hutsell believes the future looms bright for trackmen. ‘‘Football 
and basketball coaches urge their boys to go out for track,’ he 
said. ‘“‘They realize more than ever before that speed is all im- 
portant.

The world of dating fs a wonderful world— 
for most people. And you can make certain 
that it becomes a wonderful world for you if 
you prepare yourself for both the pleasant and 
the painful things which are bound to happen.

But they really don’t matter as much as know- 
ing the reasons. 


Remember that dating is a trial-and-error 
process in which men and women are constant- 
ly accepting and rejecting each other for both 
important and trivial reasons.

The best way to accomplish all of this is to 
learn to understand yourself and the people 
around you.

We don’t mean a world-famous figure. Just the 
boy or girl in your own circle of friends who 
would easily top any popularity poll your crowd 
might conduct. 


Fine. Now move into

This time answer: Who is the most unpopu- 
lar boy or girl in the group? 


Jot down both names on a slip of paper 
and lay it aside. We'll come back to them 
later. When we do, you'll probably agree that 
one of them possesses the magical secret of 
popularity. 


SEVEN-LETTER KEY 
The little seven-letter word that is the key to 
being well-liked is ‘‘empathy.” 


It is a kind of next-door neighbor to sympa- 
thy, but it goes beyond it. The dictionary defi- 
nition of empathy is: “‘The imaginative identifi- 
cation of oneself with another person or with 
group.”” In simple language, it means puttin, 
yourself in the other person’s shoes, no matter 
what the circumstances. 


And why does this quality in a person makes 
him popular with others? Because, when we 
really crawl into someone's skin, feel his jov 
or sorrow or anxiety, we react much as he is 
doing. And at once, he feels a bond between 
himself and us. 


We “feel; we understand.” In a small way 
we become a part of him. Thus, we are en- 
deared to him. 


One of the most popular girls we know has 
been gifted with the quality of empathy to the 
Nth degree. Her name is Peggy, and one day 
Bill, a classmate, rushed up to her after school, 
his face one wide grin. 


“Guess what, Peg! My Dad won that sales 
contest and we're flying to Hawaii next month!”’ 

With a little cry of delight, Peggy grabbed 
his arm excitedly, and Bill’s books tumbled to 
the ground. 


“I'm so thrilled for you, Bill,” Peggy ex- 
plained as she helped him retrieve the books, 
“that I didn’t know what I was doing.” 


Bill laughed as he repeated the incident to 
others. Laughed and liked Peggy all the more 
for her warm enthusiasm. 

EACH IN HER OWN WAY 


We needn’t go to that emotional length to dis- 
play empathy. If we honestly feel another's 
emotion, we will respond in our own way. 


Sometimes the strong grip of a hand can say 
far more than words. A brief note, an appro- 
priate poem, even a cartoon clipped from a 
magazine can speak for us, telling our friend 
how well we understand. Friendships are ce- 
mented by such gestures as these. Gestures 
that say: “I know how you feel; that’s why 
I'm passing this on to you.” 


Self-centered persons refuse to develop em- 
pathy. They are the ones who flip phrases as 
they brush aside some tale of woe. They can't 
be bothered. They won't probe into their own 
hearts and ask: ‘‘How would I feel if this hap- 
pened to me? What would I do?” 


It didn’t happen to them, therefore it’s be- 
yond their interest and comprehension. So they 
shrug their shoulders and give out with an airy 
“I feel for you, brother.’’ And that’s that. 


But these are the people who are hit the 
hardest when trouble does come. For them, 
no outstretched hand of friendship. That’s when 
they discover how lonely an ivory tower can be. 
MAKING AN IMPRESSION 

Empathy is a direct line to popularity when 
meeting new people, too. It makes you aware 


-~ 


of the mood of your new acquaintances; makes 
you try to share it. 


At a friend’s birthday dinner party, Joan 
Baker noted the strained, abstracted air of the 
boy seated next to her; a boy who had just re- 
cently moved into the community and joined the 
high school crowd. He was politely trying to 
make small talk, but Joan knew his mind was 
elsewhere. 


“Look, something’s bothering you,” she fi- 
nally broke in. ‘‘Could I help in any way?’’ 


The boy gave her an embarrassed smile. 
“My folks are over at our old house, fixing it 
up for resale. And my mother told me to be 
sure to turn off a stew she was cooking before 
I left tonight.” He sighed and gave a helpless 
shake of the head. “I'll be darned if I can re- 
member whether I turned it off or not.” 


Joan, with a well-developed sense of empathy, 
could picture his turmoil. Should he remain 
here and be the perfect guest, and hope the 
stew was all right? Or should he leave and 
upset the party? 


With a bright smile, Joan shoved back her 
chair and laid a hand on the boy’s shoulder. 

‘““Excuse us, everyone, for just a few min- 
utes. Greg's got to dash home and see if he 
turned off the gas.” 


The quick trip proved that Greg had shut off 
the flame and all was well. On the ride back 
to the party, Greg gave Joan a grateful smile. 


“Youre sure an understanding gal,’ he 
praised. ‘‘A lot of girls would have told me to 
stop worrying: That I probably had shut off the

HOW TO ACQUIRE EMPATHY 

If you weren't born with this sensitivity to 
other’s feelings, you can acquire it. It will take 
work, but so do most of the good things in life. 


It means digging deep inside yourself to es- 
tablish rapport with others. It usually means 
discarding snap judgments of people. 


So your usually pleasant English teacher 
blows her top and chews you out for not com- 
pleting her assignment. Seething with rage, 
vou ask yourself: What's eating the old crab, 
anyhow? She’s never acted like this before. 
Then, through the school grapevine, you learn 
that the teacher's child is ill; that your teacher 
was up half the night. Right here is where the 
quality of empathy enters. 


That scene with your teacher takes on a dif- 
ferent aspect once you've put yourself in her 
shoes. Now, instead of sulking through her 
classes for days, you'll bend every effort to 
make life pleasant for her. For now you under- 
Stand. : 


THE MOST POPULAR 


That brings us to those names on your slip 
of paper. Look at them again. Isn’t it true 
that a sense of empathy abounds in that first 
person you listed? Now you know why he or 
she is so well liked. 

As tor the second name—isn't that the last 


person you would go to when seeking a confi- 
dante? 


Now that you know the secret, use it. It’s 
a key, not only to dating popularity, but to a 
better understanding of everyone you know.
